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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
page 13, line 19 that states, "as shown in FIG. 5 (Step 503)" as described in the 
specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the . 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the reference character 807 in Figure 8 that is not mentioned in 
the description. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d).

Claim Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is not clear which one of the two: the brain activity 
measurement unit or the information processor determines the next training task to be 
performed (see claim 1, lines 10-12 and compare to claim 2, lines 20 and 25). 

6. Regarding claims 1-4, the phrase "reflected in" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

7. Regarding claims 1-4, the phrase "capable of renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

8. Claim 4 recites the limitation "the set evaluation criteria" in line 4. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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10. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Collura 
5899867 that teaches the invention as disclosed and as claimed: A training task 
presentation unit 20, 21 (column 4 lines 65-67, column 5 lines 1-7, 49-58, column 12 
lines 32-37), a trainee's response collection unit 224 (column 7 lines 60-64, column 12 
lines 27-30), a brain activity measurement unit 10, 1 1, 1 15 (column 5 lines 8-30), a unit 
of selecting a region of interest used to evaluate a result of the training 22 (column 5 
lines 31-33, column 12 lines 31-35), information processor 20, 25, 28 (column 3 lines 
65-67, column 4 lines 13-24) for determining a next training task to be performed 
(column 4 lines 48-51), see figures 1 and 2. Furthermore, Collura also teaches (columns 
10-12) information processor that is "capable of setting evaluation criteria for the result 
of the training and evaluates the result of the trainee based on the set evaluation 
criteria.
